LONDON, Feb, 3.—(Canadian As- 
sociated Press,)—Some interesting re- 
marks regarding the position of the 
rival parties in view of the present 
politteal truce were forthcoming from 
the hadera of both houses reassemb- 
ling in parliament today, 

Loved Lansdowne incidentally allud- 
ed to a similar political truce which 
existed in Canada, “Tt have noticed,” 
said his lordship, “that in the Domin- 
jon cf Canada the leaders of the gov- 
ernment and the opposition are dis- 


cussing « plan for a non-controver- 
sial session of the Dominion parlia- 
ment. We want to know how we 


stand here with regard to the terms 
of the truce and what responsibilities 
we who are a marty to jt are held to 
have assumed, We gladly admit the 
invariable courtesy with which the 
government has treated us in these 
trying times. They have invited our 
co-operation and it has been loyally 
Kiven, They have supplied us with 
information and the leader of the op- 
position in the commons and myself 
have been permitted to see many tin- 
teresting and confidential documents, 
Accept No Responsibility. 

“But let me say, and say as care- 
fully as IL can, that there hag been 
nothing in the nature of a preliminary 
consultation as to the conduct of the 
war or the preparation for military 
and naval operations connected with 
it. We desire, therefore, te empha 
the fact that we do not regard 
ourselves as having accepted any res- 
Ponsibility whatsoever and desire that 
this should be placed on record.” 

Referring to a recent letter. pub- 
lished from Lord Crewe, the tminta- 
terial leader in the house of lords, 
Lord Lansdowne said Lord Crewe 
spoke in this letter of a kind of part- 
nership between the gevernme and 
the opposition and suggested the re- 
sult had been that “we have secured 
preliminary knowledge of a number 
of most important subjects.” 

“There seems to be a certain am- 
biguity in the statement,” sald Lord 
Lansdowne. “We think it desirable 
that we should at once disclaim hav- 
ing had any such preliminary knowl- 
edge at any rate regarding the great 
measures connected with the progress 
of the war.”
